The councillor said the 
development off Fordham 
Road - rejected because of 
the “perceived damage to 
the horseracing industry” - 
would have brought numer¬ 
ous benefits to Newmarket.

6,500 homes in Forest Heath 
by 2030 and if none is to be

“With no racing industry 
to deal with and abundant 
space, it has the opportunity 
to expand extremely rapidly.”

Jail for man in 
drugs network 


A MAN from Newmarket has 
been jailed for his part in 
a drugs network supplying 
cocaine, amphetamines and 
cannabis in the region. 

Ray Cracknell, 48, of Sher- 
riff’s Court, was jailed for five 
years following a trial for 
conspiracy to supply con¬ 
trolled drugs. 

Detectives from the East¬ 
ern Region Special Opera¬ 
tions Unit (ERSOU) seized 
drugs, cash and a gun in a 
series of investigations span¬ 
ning Essex, Suffolk, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, Hertfordshire 
and north London. 

It began with a warrant in 
Chelmsford, Essex, in May 
last year, in which officers 
seized 15kg of cocaine, 1.5kg 
of cannabis, 4kg of ketamine 
and cash. 

That warrant linked men 
from Essex and north Cam¬ 
bridgeshire with the supply 
of drugs. Six men were jailed 
for a total of 32 years and 
four months earlier this year 
for their role in that supply 
chain. 

They are: Dean Leon¬ 
ard, 50, of Essex, six years 
for possession with intent 
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to supply cocaine; Michael 
Coughlin, 34, of Yaxley, nine 
years for possession of co¬ 
caine with intent to supply, 
possession of a firearm and 
ammunition; Gary Brace, 
58, of Essex, sentenced to 
30 months in prison for pos¬ 
session with intent to supply 
class B drugs; Danny Crook, 
31, of London, jailed for 26 
months for possession with 
intent to supply cocaine and 
supplying amphetamine; 
Lee Dunn Snr, 56, Essex, 
jailed for three years and 
eight months for conspiracy 
to supply amphetamine; Lee 
Dunn Jnr, 36, from Bushey, 
jailed for nine years for con¬ 
spiracy to supply cocaine. 

A covert investigation was 
launched and identified men 
who were couriers or buyers 
from the initial gang. 

Police seized 20kg of the 
class B drug amphetamines 
worth £250,000. 

A further six men, includ¬ 
ing Cracknell, were convict¬ 
ed of conspiracy to supply 


controlled drugs. They were: 
Stephen Leonard, 52, Enfield, 
sentenced to five years and 
eight months; Darren Arm¬ 
ani, 45, of Enfield, jailed for 
four years and eight months; 
Paul Faley, 61, of Barnet, sen¬ 
tenced to three years and six 
months; Andrew Stevenson, 
48, of Cambridge, sentenced 
to 10 months; John Atkinson, 
51, of Epping, Essex, given an 
eight month sentence. 

Finally, in February offic¬ 
ers seized 109kg of cannabis 
from containers in Poplar, 
London, and from an Audi 
stopped in Bethnal Green on 
the same day. 

Detective Inspector Geoff 
Knight said: “This should 
send a strong message to an¬ 
yone involved in the supply 
of controlled drugs that ER¬ 
SOU will come after you and 
put you before the courts.” 

Robert Stoughton, 51, of 
Cheshunt, was cleared of 
conspiracy to supply con¬ 
trolled drugs.

COURT 

Jealous man is 
jailed for attack 


A “JEALOUS and possessive” 
man has been jailed after at¬ 
tacking his ex-partner’s boy¬ 
friend before following the 
pair in a car chase through 
Soham and throwing glass 
bottles at their vehicle. 

Dale Barker, 21, of no 
fixed address, stood ac¬ 
cused at Cambridge Crown 
Court of possessing an of¬ 
fensive weapon in a public 
place, battery, two counts of 
damaging property and two 
counts of breaching a re¬ 
straining order. 

Barker denied the accusa¬ 
tions but a jury found him 
guilty of battery, criminal 
damage and two breaches of 
a restraining order imposed 
in October last year. 

Barker was sentenced on 
Friday, when he was sent to 
prison for 18 months. 

Mark Hunsley, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Barker turned up 
in Fulbourn at 11am on De¬ 
cember 13, 2015, where he 
saw his ex-partner getting 
into a van with her then boy¬ 
friend. 
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Barker punched the other 
man in the head three times. 

He was alleged to have also 
chased the man holding a 
knife, but the jury found him 
not guilty of possessing the 
weapon. His victim fled over 
a neighbouring fence. 

Mr Hunsley said Barker’s 
ex-partner calmed him down 
and told him to leave. 

The second incident took 
place just hours later at 5pm. 

Barker’s ex-girlfriend and 
her partner were driving 
through Soham when they 
saw Barker in another car. 

There was a car chase 
through Soham during 
which Barker threw items at 
the van including glass bot¬ 
tles. 

“Eventually the pair spot¬ 
ted a police car and pulled 
behind it for safety.” 

The court heard Barker 
had nine previous convic¬ 


tions for 21 offences, includ¬ 
ing robbery with an imita¬ 
tion firearm in 2013, battery, 
theft and driving matters. 

Barker had also committed 
affray during his time on bail 
for the trial offences, by at¬ 
tacking three men at the Bell 
pub in Balsham on February 
5 this year. 

Mitigating, James Earle 
said the trial offences took 
place after a relationship 
breakdown. 

Mr Earle said Barker recog¬ 
nised he had anger problems 
and had signed up to an alco¬ 
hol awareness programme. 

Sentencing Barker, Re¬ 
corder Lowe said immediate 
custody was warranted. 

He said: “You had feelings 
of jealously and possessive¬ 
ness towards your ex-part¬ 
ner. 

“A red mist descended and 
you perhaps stumbled across 
the complainants in the first 
incident of the day, but then 
deliberately set out to find 
them later on. Your convic¬ 
tions show a violent history.”

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Rail crossing 
- the facts 

WEATHERBY Crossing - the official 
line. 

Weary readers may like to know 
the officially stated Network Rail 
reason for the proposed closure of 
Weatherby crossing, from Newmarket 
into Woodditton. 

According to a document made 
available to me under an FOI request, 
the principal reason for closure is 
that users may be blinded by low 
sunlight behind an oncoming train! 

A secondary reason stated is that the 
crossing may be used after dark by 
locals who have 'used' town pubs 
and nightclubs! (I kid you not! ) 

They also state that the crossing has 
a higher than average use by people 
with disabilities, but offer no proof 
for this statement and it is difficult to 
understand, unless they count elderly 
people as being disabled? A survey 
of crossing usage was carried-out in 
the midst of winter (what a surprise), 
from February 28 to March 8, 2013. 
The results, even in mid-winter, were 
350 adults, 57 children, 47 cyclists, 

0 horses. Near-misses of crossing 
users are quoted as being one in 
2012 and two in 2013. In October 
2014 Network Rail designated 
Weatherby crossing for full renewal, 
gate to gate. Curiously, Network Rail 
cannot supply costings for the annual 
maintenance of individual crossings 
or the insurance costs for the same. 
(Network Rail Insurance Ltd is, 
interestingly, based in Guernsey. I am 
presently awaiting an FOI request for 
its most recent accounts). 

I am afraid that Network Rail 
Infrastructure Ltd, (since 2014 
considered to be a public sector 
organisation, rather than a private 
company), is just following the 
instructions handed down to it by 
its Government master, the Office 
of Rail and Road - the then safety 
director of which has stated on ORRs 
'Level Crossing' web pages that, 'ORR 
wants the rail industry to close level 
crossings.' The same is underlined 


in the deeply depressing 'Rail Value 
For Money' report, published by 
the ORR and DfT in 2011. '.. . 
expenditure on safety . . . should be 
appropriate and commercial'. The 
whole matter appears to be little less 
than a Government stitch-up to cut 
costs, rather than a genuine concern 
for public safety. Dr Beeching would 
be proud! 

As a counter, it may be of interest to 
quote some related figures for British 
railway accidental deaths compared 
to other such fatalities: In 2014-15 
there were officially four accidental 
deaths at railway footpath crossings 
(NR figure). In the same year, the 
same number of Network Rail staff 
were killed at work. In 2012-13 
there were 148 accidental workplace 
deaths (HSE figure), nationally and in 
2013, 1,713 people were killed on 
Britain's roads (DfT figure), as well 
as 381 accidental drownings (RoSPA 
figure). 

In 2013, Network Rail was fined a 
total of £1,150, 000 for two accidents 
at level crossings which occurred in 
2010, one being fatal. Both were at 
road crossings. 

Network Rail has to pay Train 
Operating Companies up to 
£200-a-minute for any delay to their 
services - some of which the TOCs 
pass on to passengers claiming delay 
compensation. 

Railway foot-crossings are not 
inherently unsafe - in fact the above 
figures show how incredibly safe 
they actually are. Whether the same 
can be said of Government bodies is 
clearly quite another matter. . .

Putting racing's 
record straight 

I WRITE to correct several factual 
inaccuracies in Mr Clement's letter in 
last week's edition. 

As part of The Jockey Club, Jockey 
Club Estates re-invests everything it 
makes for the good of racing, and a 
very large percentage of this is on the 


training grounds in Newmarket. We 
discuss the level of Heath Tax (the 
monthly charge for using the training 
grounds) with trainers each year, and 
also how the income this generates 
is spent constantly improving the 
facilities which they use. There can be 
very few businesses that collaborate as 
closely with their customers as we do. 

Jockey Club Estates' public training 
grounds operation in Newmarket and 
the business model we follow make it 
an extremely attractive place for new 
trainers to set up their businesses as 
is evidenced by the 28 which have 
done so in the last five years alone. In 
any event, Heath Tax is paid by the 
owners of the horses and not by the 
trainers. 

On the subject of housing, a recent 
report produced by the University of 
Cambridge, commissioned by Racing 
Welfare (and part funded by The 
Jockey Club), concluded that a lack 
of suitable housing was a key factor in 
the current staffing challenge which is 
faced by the racing industry nationally. 
This is a key motivation in announcing 
our initiative, which would support 
the racing industry as opposed to 
some development proposals that 
would create issues for an industry so 
important to local jobs and the local 
economy. 

The early morning start in the 
industry is maintained for practical 
reasons - not tradition as Mr Clement 
suggests. These include a requirement 
for training to be carried out in the 
morning because trainers and their 
staff need to take horses to the races 
which take place in the afternoons, 
our staff need the training grounds 
free of horses in the afternoons in 
order to be able to maintain them, 
and the horse welfare issue in the 
summer of exercising whilst it is 
cooler. 

Mr Clement also raises the subject 
of charity. The Jockey Club provides 
or helps to raise more than £1 million 
for charities each year, including 
important racing charities such as 
Racing Welfare. The dedication of 
our employees to various national 
and local causes in this regard is 
incredible. 


The Jockey Club on these shores is 
incomparable to other organisations 
with similar names overseas - we 
have a completely different role. 

For example, the Hong Kong Jockey 
Club regulates racing in Hong Kong 
and has a total monopoly on all 
betting activity there, hence turning 
over £19.6 billion. We exist to 
run 15 racecourses, continue the 
services of The National Stud and 
maintain public training grounds in 
Newmarket, Lambourn and Epsom 
- supporting the future of one of 
Britain's oldest sports that provides 
enjoyment to more than six million 
spectators and more than 25 million 
domestic television viewers each year.

MP takes 
a tour of 
USAF base 


WEST Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock toured RAF Lakenheath 
and found out the base's plans 
for expansion. 

RAF Lakenheath will be home 
to more F35 fighter jets under 
plans by the USAF while nearby 
RAF Mildenhall is set to close 
completely. 

Mr Hancock discussed plans 
with base commander Colonel 
Evan Pettus and also met officials 
when he went on a tour of the 
base's fire department where 
he saw a demonstration of 
firefighting equipment. 

Mr Hancock was briefed on 
how the fire department worked 
with communities to assist in 
emergencies and how it shared 
information and best practices. 

The MP said: "I was delighted 
to meet many of the top brass at 
RAF Lakenheath and to learn of 
both developments in defence 
equipment at the base and 
also of strategic planning with 
Lakenheath's planned expansion 
alongside the planned closure of 
RAF Mildenhall. 

"I was especially impressed 
with my tour of the fire station - 
learning about the co-operation 
with other local communities 
to help with their emergency 
services was a real highlight for 
me."

Level crossing 
‘poses high risk’ 


THE level crossing in New¬ 
market is proposed for clo¬ 
sure due to its large number 
of users, sun glare, and de¬ 
liberate misuse or user error, 
according to Network Rail. 

The Weatherby level 
crossing is under consul¬ 
tation for a second time 
as part of proposals for 
the possible closure or 
change at 130 level cross¬ 
ings in the Anglia region. 

The proposal comes de¬ 
spite a total of 405 pedes¬ 
trians using the crossing on 
a weekday and 506 over the 
weekend in a three-day cen¬ 
sus carried out by Network 
Rail in June and July this year. 

Network Rail has assessed 
the crossing - which resi¬ 
dents say links the north 
of the town with the south 
- under the All Level Cross¬ 
ing Risk Model (ALCRM), 
giving it a score of D2 which 
they count as “high risk”. 

The report said: “Key is¬ 
sues relate to large number 
of users, sun glare, and delib¬ 
erate misuse or user error.” 

But it went on to state 
that there had been no

incidents of misuse be¬ 
tween 2011 and 2015. 

However, a Network Rail 
spokesperson said: “There 
have been seven near misses 
at this crossing since 2006 
and three fatalities since 
2010, putting it in the top 
10 riskiest footpath cross¬ 
ings on the Anglia route.” 

At an earlier public con¬ 
sultation in June, 97 per 
cent of respondents disa¬ 
greed with the proposals and 
highlighted concerns over 
the “length and steepness 
of the diversion route” and 
“safety concerns about walk¬ 
ing on or near busy roads”. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said 
that he would help to organ¬ 
ise a petition, as residents 
did last time the crossing 
was proposed for closure. 

He said: “This crossing is 
vital for Newmarket residents 
for work, school, shopping, 
health visits and social use. 

“It needs to stay and 97 per 
cent of respondents agreed.” 


Ninety-seven per cent 
of people who replied to a 
consultation on the pro¬ 
posed closure of the level 
crossing in Newmarket have 
disagreed with the plans. 

They include Wayne Berry 
who said Network Rail was 
“living in cloud cuckoo land”. 

He said: “I think it is dis¬ 
gusting. They are not lis¬ 
tening to people enough. 

“They seem to have 
made up their minds that 
the crossing is closing, ir¬ 
relevant to what people 
who live on the other side 
of the crossing think. They 
have no concerns for resi¬ 
dents on this side of the 
town who would struggle.” 

Cllr Robin Millar is set to 
meet with Network Rail this 
weektodiscusstheproposals. 

The consultation is open 
until October 6. Go to net- 
workrail. co. uk/anglialevel- 
crossings to have your say.

Fears for horses 


stop eviction bid

MOVES by bailiffs to evict a 
man at ‘Fiveways farm’ were 
halted on Friday over fears 
for the safety of horses on 
the land. 

The site, besides Fiveways 
roundabout, was visited by 
bailiffs and police officers 
just before 9am. 

The Forestry Commission 
issued the eviction notice on 
Friday morning after a court 
hearing more than a year 
ago. 

A spokesperson for For¬ 
estry Commission England 
said: “Following a successful 
court hearing on Thursday, 


March 24, 2015, the Secre¬ 
tary of State obtained an 
order for procession and an 
injunction against a mem¬ 
ber of the public who was in 
unauthorised occupation of 
Forestry Commission land 
at Mildenhall, Suffolk. 

“An attempt to enforce the 
order on Friday, September 
16,2016, was postponed due 
to concerns over the safety 
of horses on the land.” 

A spokesperson for Suffolk 
police said: “This is a civil 
matter and we were asked to 
attend by the bailiffs.” 

Rick Dale, who occupies 
the site, said bailiffs crossed 
his land on Friday morning 
and started pulling things 
down. 


However, Mr Dale main¬ 
tains he legally occupies the 
site. 

He says part of the site 
is Highways England land, 
while the rest is Forestry 
Commission. 

Mr Dale claims he owns 
the land under “adverse pos¬ 
session”. He said it is legally 
his because the Forestry 
Commission had not acted 
on a possession order from 
2014 to remove him. 

However, the Forestry 
Commission says Mr Dale 
is in “unauthorised occupa¬ 
tion” of its land.

STAPLOE Medical Centre 
in Soham has been rated 
as good with outstanding 
features by the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC). 

Inspectors visited the 
GP practice, in Brewhouse 
Lane, unannounced in April 
- the findings of which have 
just been released. 

The CQC assessed the 
centre in five main areas - 
how safe the practice is, how 
effective it is, how caring it 
is, how responsive the cen¬ 
tre is, and how well-led it is.

“Improvements were 
made to the quality of care 
as a result of complaints and 
concerns. Staff assessed pa¬ 
tients’ needs and delivered 
care in line with current evi¬ 
dence based guidance. 

“Staff had been trained to 
provide them with the skills 
and experience to deliver ef¬ 
fective care and treatment.” 

They added: “Patients said 
they were treated with com¬ 
passion, dignity and respect 
and they were involved in 
their care and decisions 
about their treatment. 

“Patients said they found 
it easy to make an appoint¬ 
ment with a GP and there 
was continuity of care, with 
urgent appointments avail¬ 
able the same day.” 

Inspectors described 
the practice’s facilities as 
“good” and said it was “well 


equipped to treat patients 
and meet their needs”. 

They added: “There was 
a clear leadership structure 
and staff felt supported by 
management. 

“The practice proactively 
sought feedback from staff 
and patients, which it acted 
on. The provider was aware 
of and complied with the 
requirements of the duty of 
candour.” 

The practice’s GP team or 
‘squadron system’ - which 
sees GPs grouped into per¬ 
manent ‘squadrons’ to 
maximise continuity during 
annual or sick leave - was 
hailed as ‘outstanding’, as 
was the fact the practice re¬ 
search team had been rec¬ 
ognised as an ‘exemplary 
medical research team in 
primary care’ by the Na¬ 
tional Institute for Health 
Research.

A RETIRED couple have praised the 
fast actions of their neighbours and 
the fire service, after a blaze ripped 
through their village home. 

Margaret Joyce and Robert Denby 
were upstairs in their Swaffham Pri¬ 
or house last Tuesday night, when 
a loud explosion erupted from the 
room below at around 9.30pm. 

Margaret, 73, told the News: “I 
was going to bed and Robert was 
watching TV. Fortunately neither of 
us was down there when we heard 
the boom. 

“I thought it was a car coming 
through the fence - I didn’t know 
what it was, but I could see im¬ 
mediately the flames were already 
started.” 

Firefighters extinguished the 
blaze before it spread from a 1970’s 
extension into the older part of the 
cottage. 

Startled by the noise, neighbours 
came to help. 

Margaret said: “I would like to 
thank the fire brigade, they were 
absolutely wonderful. They saved 
the house so we are still able to live 


here. We are very lucky.” 

She added: “The neighbours were 
incredible, we got offered a bed, 
cups of tea, everyone was here. 

“It’s a little village, we know all the 
neighbours, but because the noise 
was so horrendous they all came, 
worried we had been burned and 
blown to smithereens.” 

Firefighters later returned to the 
scene to investigate the cause of the 


fire, which they believe was caused 
by an electrical fault. 

Firefighters had to remove part of 
the cottage roof to get to the flames, 
which had spread into the loft. 

Among the items destroyed was 
an antique grandfather clock left to 
Margaret by her grandparents, but 
she said there had been relatively 
little damage. 

“Everything looked a total and 


complete wreck, but it can be sal¬ 
vaged,” she said. 

Station Commander Scott Feve- 
year said: “The crews did a fantastic 
job in preventing the fire spreading 
to the rest of the house as the fire 
had started to get into the roof. 

“An explosion of an aerosol can 
alerted the couple to the fire and 
they were able to get out and call the 
fire service.”

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E veryone who knows an Lusis 
is proud of her baking business. 

In less than two years, she's gone 
from scratch to constant sell-out; no 
mean achievement. But no one could 
be prouder than Arvids, her father-in- 
law. 

A Latvian who came to the UK in the 
wake of the war - sent to a displaced 
persons camp in Scotland, to work 
as a farm labourer - it was Arvids 
that first made piragi, his homeland's 
signature bake, for Ali. He gave her 
the handwritten recipe. And thus he 
sowed the seed for Ali's Baltic Bakes, 
her now-booming piragi business. 

"He's an amazing man; he's 92 
now," says Ali. "And he really couldn't 
be more proud. Every time I speak to 
him - he still lives up in Scotland - he 
wants to know how it's going, about 
any new fillings. . . He's very touched 
that I'm making a Latvian speciality; a 
family speciality. And he's so excited 
that it's a success!" 

From her first farmers' market - in 
St Ives, in the November of 2014 - 
Ali knew she was on to something: 
offering canape-size piragi as tasters, 
her stall was soon mobbed. "I sold 
out. Completely. That made me think 
'Hmm. This could really work'." 

Little half-moons of yeasted dough, 
enriched with egg yolks, butter and 
whole milk, piragi are usually filled 
with a spicy smoked bacon, onion and 
black pepper mix. While Ali makes 
the classic recipe, she's developed a 
whole menu of her own fillings too. 
Including smoked salmon, cream 
cheese and dill; mushroom, sour 
cream and dill; sauerkraut, smoked 
bacon and caraway; goat's cheese and 
caramelised onion; apricot, almond 
and brandy; raspberry and apple; 
rhubarb and orange, a thread of Baltic 
flavours runs through them all. 

"I can still remember the first time I 
ate piragi: I just thought they were the 
tastiest thing," remembers Ali. "Valdis, 
my husband, and I were at his parents' 
house and they'd made piragi as part 
of a tea, which is traditional. They 
were unlike anything I'd had before: 
the dough is so light, not at all greasy, 
and the filling was so full of flavour. 

That was 20 years ago, and I made my 
first batch not long after." 

Growing up in London, Ali was, 
she confesses, something of a slow 
starter in the kitchen. "My mum was a 
wonderful cake baker: our house was 
just round the corner from school, so 
all my friends used to stop off for a 
slice of coffee and walnut on their way 
home. But the only cooking my sister 
and I did was on a Friday night. Mum 
was a hairdresser and worked late on 
a Friday, so we'd reconstitute a packet 
curry - not great." 

It was on leaving home that Ali 
discovered a love of - and flair for - 
cooking. Armed with an M&S recipe 
book, which she owns and uses to this 
day, she hosted endless dinner parties 
in her first flat. "Chicken Kiev was 
often on the menu. That dates me, 
doesn't it?" 

Ali's background is in the corporate, 
rather than food and drink, world; the 
bulk of her working life has been spent 
as a PA and event organiser - the latter 
for massive motoring brands, such as 
Jaguar and Land Rover. Meeting Valdis 
at a conference at Gleneagles, Ali took 
a career break on having their son, 
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Julius, now 15. 

Cooking remained a hobby until two 
years ago when - having lost her parents 
in quick succession: their funerals were 
held within a month - the idea for Ali's 
Baltic Bakes came knocking. 

"It was time to do something for myself. 
I wanted to go back to work, but I didn't 
want to go back into an office. Because 
I love cooking, a food business seemed 
a natural choice. But I knew I had to do 
something different, something other 
people weren't doing. 

"Piragi aren't very well known in this 
country," Ali continues. "I love it when 
new customers walk up to the stall 
mouthing the signs to themselves, clearly 
thinking 'Whatever's this?'. Some 
people will say 'Oh, it's just a 
pasty' - which it's not: it's 
a bread, not a pastry, 
for a start. But others 
will be intrigued. And 
once they've tried

the piragi - well, 

I've never known 
anyone not to enjoy 
them. 

"That's the 
loveliest thing of 
all: when customers 
come back time and 
again. I had a woman 
buy 36 the other day. 

I asked her if she was 
planning a party, but she said

No, we just love them'. . 

As well as ticking the 'different' 
and 'delicious' boxes, piragi 
are, explains Ali, ideal 
for eating on the go. 
"They're neat and 
^ clean to hold, the 

filling doesn't all fall 
out when you bite 
into them - that's 
why the little ones 
are perfect as 
party canapes." 
f Selling at St Ives 
Farmers' Market, 
festivals and food 
fairs, Ali is also part 
of Cambridge's two 
'shop local' ordering 
services: both allow 


customers to order from a host of on- 
the-doorstep, small-scale suppliers, then 
collect their whole shop at a designated 
and convenient time and place. 
Cambridge Food Assembly's collection 
point is in the centre of the city, at The 
Tram Depot, the pub on Dover Street, 
while the newly-launched Cambridge 
Food Collective has a hub on Clifton 
Road. 

Keeping up with demand can be a 
challenge. One unforgettable weekend 
saw Ali bake for both BuckFest, the 
Buckden music festival, and a wedding, 
which required 400 canapes: "I didn't 
sleep. At all. But I love what I'm doing, 
which helps." 

Piragi aren't speedy to make. Each 
batch of dough has, explains Ali, to be 
"nurtured": this is the epitome of food 


ti 





made with love. After an initial proving, 
the dough is knocked back, kneaded 
gently and then split into small balls, 
which are each rolled out, loaded with 
filling and then folded in half. "That's 
where the wine glass comes in: I use it to 
seal and cut the edges, creating that nice 
smooth curve," adds Ali. "It's all very 
hi-tech." 

After a second proving, then baking for 
a precise 1 7 minutes, the piragi are good 
to go: incredibly easy-going, they can 
be eaten hot or cold and are happy to 
be frozen. Ali makes all the fillings from 
scratch, even curing her own salmon, 
and buys her ingredients as locally as 
possible: her flour comes from Stotfold 
Mill, just over the border in Bedfordshire; 
her goat's cheese comes from Hitchin's 
Wobbly Bottom Farm; her smoked bacon 
comes from Days of Buckden. 

With Valdis and her yoga classmates 
as (very willing) guinea pigs, Ali's always 
working on new variations: Christmas will 
bring a stollen-themed piragi, filled with 
marzipan and rum-soaked fruit. 

"When I started this, I knew I'd enjoy 
it - but I had no idea how much," says 
Ali. "I'm a city girl really, but I love getting 
to spend so much time outdoors: when 
you're doing a market, you're out of the 
house at 6am. I don't even mind when it's 
dark or cold, I just put my ear-muffs on! 

"I love meeting all the people, too. 

And, of course, I love making the piragi - 
they're such great little things."

A S creative pregnan¬ 
cies go, Bridget 
Jones's Baby has 
taken longer than 
most to come 
full-term. 

It's been 12 years since 
Renee Zellweger adopted a 
near-flawless English accent to 
portray the hapless singleton 
in Bridget Jones: The Edge Of 
Reason. 

In the interim, writer Helen 
Fielding has delivered a third 
novel, Bridget Jones: Mad 
About The Boy, but it's her 
series of newspaper columns 
from more than a decade ago 
that fertilizes this haphazard, 
yet joyful stumble into 
motherhood. 

The third film throws a 
warm and frequently hilarious 
baby shower for characters 
we've grown to love and 
proves that Bridget may have 
(finally) dieted down to her 
target dress size, but she's no 
closer to achieving her Happy 
Ever After. 

Director Sharon Maguire, 
who helmed Bridget Jones's 
Diary, and her ducky trio of 
screenwriters, which includes 
co-star Emma Thompson, are 
in a celebratory mood. They 
bookmark the heroine's trials 
and vacillations with nostalgic 
flashbacks to earlier films 
reminding us of Bridget's 
infuriating obsessions and her 


fitful romantic dalliances with 
paramours Colin Firth and 
Hugh Grant. 

"I'm trying not to think I'm 
past my sexual sell-by date," 
laments Bridget, as she 
careens at high speed towards 
her 43rd birthday. 

She works as a producer at 
Hard News alongside old boss 
Richard Finch (Neil Pearson) 
and newscaster pal Miranda 
(Sarah Solemani), who 


suggests a hedonistic girls- 
only weekend at a music 
festival. A late-night blunder 
into the wrong yurt leads to a 
spontaneous coupling with a 
handsome American love guru 
Jack Quant (Patrick Dempsey). 

A few days later, Bridget is 
powerless to resist the charms 
of old flame Mark Darcy (Firth), 
who is separating from his wife. 

A pregnancy test at work 
confirms that Bridget is about 


to gain weight. If only she 
knew who was the father... 

Zellweger slips back into the 
title role with ease, oozing 
lovability, fragility and regret 
as she wonders how to broach 
the subject of paternity with 
her two suitors. 

Dempsey and Firth are 
attractive rivals for our heroine's 
affections and the script leaves 
us as uncertain as Bridget as to 
who she will end up with.

NEW ZEALAND filmmaker Taika Waititi latest 
offering is an uproarious adaptation of Barry 
Crump's coming-of-age novel, Wild Pork And

egg" by deranged social 
services worker Paula 
(Rachel House), after a 
string of petty offences.

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Testing times for the 
Land Rover Discovery 


M ORE images of the new 
Land Rover Discovery 
undergoing testing have 
been released prior to the world 
premiere of the fifth generation 
SUV at the Paris Motor Show, 
which runs from October 1 -16. 

The vehicle has undergone some 
28 months of trials in 20 countries 
across the globe, including 
endurance tests across the deserts 
of Dubai in temperatures of plus 
40 degrees Celsius and in sub-zero 
conditions in the north of Sweden. 

It has also been put through its 
paces at altitude in the Colorado 
mountains. 

Land Rover says it has built 294 
development vehicles to prove 
the new Discovery and carried 
out more than 35,000 individual 
component tests. 

The new model is the first Land 
Rover to undergo a full programme 
of virtual testing prior to the 
physical testing process, delivering 
robust quality and durability before 
any prototypes are built. 

Exact details of the latest 
Discovery are still being kept 
under wraps although Land Rover 
is already describing it as the 
"ultimate family SUV". 

During the development of 
the new seven-seat Disco the 
company's engineers were tasked 
with involving their children in the 
design process and take on board 
their demands. 

The youngsters also came up 
with the final camouflage design 
to keep the model's final design a 
secret. 

Alex Heslop, Land Rover's chief 
engineer for the new Discovery, 
said: "Being able to get the 
children involved in our final 
camouflage design brought a smile 
to all our faces. They don't always 
realise it, but these kids have 
played a major role in developing 
the New Discovery. 

"There is no better insight into 
the needs of the modern family 
than the first-hand experience we 
glean at home. That's why we have 
up to nine USB ports to charge 
everyone's devices, why we've 
got space to hide four iPads away 
securely and why every seat has 
been designed to be the best seat 
in the house." 

The new model, which will 
be revealed at the Paris show 
on September 29, also features 
a system that allows owners to 
configure their vehicle seating 
through the InControl Remote 
app on their smartphone from 
anywhere. 

Land Rover is claiming the 
so-called Intelligent Seat Fold 
Technology as a world-first and 
it enables the two rear rows of 
seats to be fully reconfigured 
in as little as 14 seconds via the 
app downloaded on any iOS or 
Android operating system.

WESLEY Ward predicts Lady Aurelia 
will run her “best ever race” in the 
Connolly’s Red Mills Cheveley Park 
Stakes at Newmarket on Saturday 

The daughter of Scat Daddy added 
to the American trainer’s Royal Ascot 
tally with a devastating display in the 
Queen Mary Stakes and while she 
was less spectacular in last month’s 
Prix Morny she still won comfortably 
to maintain her unbeaten record. 

Since her French outing, Lady 
Aurelia has been stabled in New¬ 
market and while Ward has not 
been on hand to monitor her pro¬ 
gress himself, positive reports from 
jockey Frankie Dettori have left him 
in confident mood ahead of his star 
filly’s latest assignment. 

“Lady Aurelia worked great on 
the Rowley Mile (on Saturday) and 
is ready to run her best ever race,” 
said Ward. 

“I have a lot to thank my assistant 
trainer, Frankie Dettori, for! He’s 
the only person to have ridden her 
since she came over from France 
after the Prix Morny and I’m really 
excited to have been having such 
interaction race-to-race from the 
world’s greatest jockey. 

“When I wake up every morn¬ 
ing there’s a video bulletin from 
Frankie waiting for me, telling me 
how things are going - it’s as if I was 
there. And he’s been telling me that 
we are really going to see something 
from her this time.” 

■ Charlie Appleby is considering 


sending Boynton to America for a 
crack at the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Turf at Santa Anita. 

The Superlative Stakes winner has 
not been seen since he finished third 
in the Vintage Stakes at Glorious 
Goodwood and holds an entry in the 
Racing Post Trophy. 

But the Newmarket handler has 
warned his participation at Doncas¬ 
ter is unlikely, with the Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile Turf, which Appleby won in 


2013 with Outstrip, on November 4 
the preferred option. 

Appleby said: “Boynton is not 
out for the season yet. He has done 
a bit of growing and we have been 
patient with him. 

“He missed Doncaster (Cham¬ 
pagne Stakes) because the ground 
was on the easy side. 

“He hasn’t taken up an engage¬ 
ment in the Royal Lodge at New¬ 
market and while the Racing Post 


Trophy is another race under con¬ 
sideration, the ground is unlikely to 
be right. 

“He’s a horse that we have got on 
the radar for looking at America 
with. He’s by More Than Ready so 
his pedigree should be perfectly 
suited to the Breeders’ Cup.” 

■ James Fanshawe is leaning towards 
sending Speedy Boarding on a return 
trip to France for a tilt at the Prix de 
l’Opera rather than heading to Ascot 
for Champions Day. 

Although a firm decision is yet to 
be made, the Newmarket handler 
is favouring an outing in the Group 
One 10-furlong contest on October 
2 at Chantilly for the four-year- 
old, who also holds an entry in the 
QIPCO British Champions Fillies & 
Mares Stakes at Ascot 13 days later. 

Having finished last behind 
Minding in a Group One at the 
Curragh on her penultimate start, 
the daughter of Shamardal bounced 
to back to form last time out with 
her first top-level victory in the Prix 
Jean Romanet at Deauville. 

Fanshawe said: “We are aiming 
for the Prix de l’Opera, but we are 
also in the Fillies’ and Mares’ at 
Ascot. She will do one or the other, 
but the aim at the moment is to go 
for the Opera. 

“She won the Romanet well. 
Freddie (Tylicki) rode a lovely race 
on her. He went and got a lovely 
position and she won going away. 

“Obviously the Opera will be a lot 
tougher but she seems in good form 
and she is improving.”
